From this Port we have advices &~the 23rd March. The out. 
ward mail of Jan. 29 was received March 17. Our correspondent’s 
letter appears to have miscarried, but there is little news, the fol- 
lowing items being all we can glean from the local papers. From 
Japan we have no advices whatever. @ 

The chain-gang system of punishment is revived again. As it 
is much dreaded by the natives, we believe it will have a good 
effect in lessening the numerous instances of petty theft by house- 
boys, which occupy so much of the magistrates’ attention at the 
Mixed Court. . 

Chen, the Chimese magistrate, has expressed his private opinion 
that for the recent attack on Foreigners at Pootung there was not 
the remotest provocatic.n, but that much ill-feeling has been raised 
among the villagers by the bad treatment offered to themeelves 
and to their property by the sportsmen who frequented the place 
during the late shooting season. 

An adjourned inquiry into the Pootung outrage was held on 
the 14th, but nothing of importance was elicited except that one 
of the party seemed under the influence of drink. 

The Evening Courier says, “ There is every prospect of a good 
Spring Meeting this year, and a large number of presentation 
Cups are on the list of those to be run for. The German Cup 
will, we hear, worthily represent the liberality of its donors. The 
Compradores give a plate, and the sons of Nimshi contribute of 
their spoils. The Hunt Cup will be also subscribed for, and a 
‘heavy weight’ presents a prize in the name of the Jockeys, for 

nies and riders who have never won a race. Inaddition to these 
is the attraction of the Ladies’ Purse, the annual favour of the 
fair patronesses of sport.” 

Itis stated that the Mahomed in Rebels, who have for many 
years possessed Suchau, the capital of Kansuh, were severely de. 
feated on the 15th of January, by Ling Suh, the Major-General of 
Wu-lu-muh-tsi, or Oroumsti, a town in Gourgiaria. It appears 
that the Major-‘xeneral, hearing that the Rebels were in a state of 
exhaustion for want of food, took advantage of the opportunity 
to attack them, and his victory resulted in the capture of Sun 
Fook and other rebel chiefs, the recapture of the city, and the ex- 
tirpation of the rebellion. ; 

The northern papers contain the news of the appointment of 
Vete. Brenier de Montmorand, the Consul-General for France at 
Shanghai, to the port of Consul-General at New York. This 

romotion is well-merited, but will be heard of not without feel- 
ings of regret, by those who know how well qualified Vecte. 
Brenier is to fill the post which he at present occupies, and how 
little likely it is that sa able a man can be found as his successor. 
Vete. Brenier de Montmorand combined with great tact and 
knowledge of the world, in his conduct towards his countrymen 
and other foreign residents, an accurate appreciation of Chinese 
character ; and, on more than one occasion, did good service by 
his just estimate of the subtlety and finesse with which attempts 
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at encroachment on the rights of foreigners were made by the 
Chinese. His departure will be a subject of regret, both in his

: ae | tions made of the advantages to be derived from railroads and 


not only an able official and diplomatist, but a courteous and re- 
fined gentleman, who by his simple but graceful kindliness and 
dignity won to himself the esteem and affection even of those 
who differed with him upon public questions. The worthy gen- 
tleman is a passenger by the present French mail. 

H.B.M.’s gunboat Jinsolent has, we hear, been sold to Messrs. 
Janssen, Vassmer and Co., of Chefoo, for the sum of Ts. 5,000. 

The Costa Rica took 2,500 dozen eggs for the San Francisco 
market, where by last advices they were selling at fourj cents 
each. 

The party of foreigners on whom the attack at Pootung was 
recently made, have presented Sergeant Mellor, of the river police, 
with a splendid gold ring, as an acknowledgment of their appre- 
ciation and gratitude for the timely assistance which he-rendered 
them on the occasion of the attack. 

Several private memorials on the subject of opening new ports 
are in the course of publication. The text of the first, from Mr. 
F. M. Canny, of Chinkiang, appears in the S. C. and C. Gazette of 
the 20th inst. Mr. Canny advocates generally the advisability of 
opening up the country to further’ intercourse with Foreigners ; 

ifies several ports which he considers should be opened as sub- 
sidiary ports on the Yangtze ; and then arg on to the ques- 
tion of transit dues, suggests, first, -that the whole revenue 
arising from these dues be handed over to the provincial authorities 
for the government of their various jurisdictions ; secondly, that 
the present amount of 2} per cent. ad valorem be raised to 4 or 
even 5 per cent., if necessary—thus bringing the whole amount 
levied as import and transit traffic on British merchandise to 10 
per cent. ad valorem; and thirdly, that some guarantee be ob- 
taired from the Government for the due fulfilment of whatever 
new stipulations may be agreed upon regarding this question. 

His Excellency the United Statea Minister hadjarrived at 
Shanghai. 

A meeting of the silk inspectors took place on the 19th inst., 
at which the following resolutions were passed :—Resolution 1. 
That in order to assimilate, to some extent, the practice of China 
to that of foreign countries, no smaller weight than one pound 
avoirdupois be used in weighing silk, and that a bale weighing 107 
Ibs. is to be held to weigh 80 catties only, and nothing over allowed 
for. Resolution 2. That muster bales be taken at actual weights. 
Resolution 3. That a committee of reference of five be chosen by 
ballot by the present meeting to receive any complaint or griey- 
ances from both Foreigners and native silk dealers, to be laid be- 
fore » meeting to be called every six months to discuss all ques- 
tions relative to the trade. That the committee appointed 
be requested to have the resolutions printed in English 
and Chinese, and copies be delivered to those silk brokers 
and dealers who signed the Circular of May, 1865. Reso- 
lution 4. That the committee be requested to ascertain the average 
loss of weight on the different kinds of silk to the different 
European markets. Resolution 5. That an allowance for tares 
on Throwns and Re-Reels be made a universal custom in the silk 
trade. Resolution 6. That the resolutions with regard to weigh- 
ing and tares, take effect from the lst June. Resolution 7. That 
the committee be requested to communicate with the Commis- 
sioner of Customs and the agents of the mail steamers to endea- 
vour to arrange for a more convenient mode of paying the export 
duty on silk than that at present in vogue. Resolution 8. That 
the proceedings of this meeting be sent to the Chamber of Com- 
merce for the information of that body.: 

An interesting and amusing case with reference to registration 
has been before the Supreme Court, Mr. Robinson, solicitor, 
being the defendant, and raising all the points he could; but 
being, nevertheless, fined 10 dols. and costs. 


TELEGRAPHS IN CHINA. 

Dr. Macgowan has reopened the subject of telegraphy in China 
by addressing a despatc per We the U.S. Consul to the U.S. 

inister at Peking, a copy of which was also forwarded to Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, who, in the course of a reply, gives utterance 
to words which seem the utter abandonment of all hope of pro- 
gress in China, except such as the officials are forced to. 

The following is the full reply from Sir Rutherford Alcock to 
ae from Doctor Macgowan, concerning telegraphs in 

British Consulate, Shanghai, March 20, 1869. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward for your information the 
accompanying copy of a despatch, which I have received from his 
Excellency Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B., in reply to mine, sub- 
mitting your communication to me of the 19th ultimo, in which 
you advocated the expediency of continuing to press upon the 
attention of the Chinese Government the uses and benefits of 
telegraphy.

Pgxine, March 12th, 1869. 
Sir—I have received your despatch No. 17, of the 22nd Feb- 
ruary, with its enclosure from Dr. Macgowan, advocating the ex- 
pediency of continuing to press upon the attention of the Chinese 
Government the uses and benefits of telegraphy. As to the ex- 
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pediency of this course, that must in some degree depend upon 
the probability of any beneficial result following. So far the 
effect of all the arguments adduced and the constant representa- 


telegraphs has not been such as to encourage any sanguine hopes 
of progress in this or any other direction. 

You may inform Dr. Macgowan, however, that there is no argu- 
ment in favour of telegraphy referred to in his letter which has 
not been repeatedly and earnestly pressed upon the attention of 
the Ministers of the Tsung-li-Yamen ; and no objection to it, on 
the part of the Chinese, that has not been met, in the way he 
would indicate, by my colleagues and myself. You may also add 
that, of the desire for progress which the Chinese Mission, now in 
Europe, assured Dr. Macgowan’s countrymen was so ardent and 
general with the rulers in China, there is no evidence here, If 
any hopes are built upon its existence, therefore, I fear there is 
nothing but disappointment in store for those who indulge in 
them. Projectors of telegraphic lines, railroads, and other plans 
for the sudden development of the resources of this country, are 
but losing their time, while the Government here shows no dis- 
position to entertain their projects. I think it is in the interest 
of all who are occupied, that they should know the truth, than 
be deluded by false hopes, and expectation of changes which are 
still far in the distance. 

It seems to be forgotten that all treaties hitherto made with 
China have been such as were dictated by Foreign Powers, and in 
accordance with their views rather than those of the other con- 
tracting party. The revision at present in contemplation will 
take place under totally ditferent circumstances. Nothing new 
can find place therein which is directly contrary to Chinese views 
of their interests in relation with Foreign Powers. If the rulers 
of China cannot be made to see the advantage to themselves and 
the nation, as well as the practicability and safety of inland 
steam navigation, railroads, and telegraphic lines, or the working 
of mines, and residence of merchants in the interior with ex- 
territorial privileges attaching, it is very certain they will not 
yield to any force of argument and reason, or earnestness of 
friendly counsel. And if these do not prevail, what other means 
remain, apart from the employment of force and means of coer- 
cion? But this would be to make the refusal to listen to our 
suggestion and demands for increased advantages a casus belli. It 
cannot be necessary to remind Dr. Maczowan that, so far as 
this ultima ratio of Governments and nations is concerned, the 
United States of America could be no party after the signature 
of the “additional articles,” and the assurances they contain. It 
is quite certain they will not force telegraphy or any other im- 
provement upon an unwilling Government here. And, I may add, 
it is equally certain that such a course would be contrary to the 
tenor and spirit of the instructions of the British Government, and 
opposed to the whole course and tendency of public opinion at 
home. Whatever, therefore, may be the desire of the best friends 
of China, and of foreign merchants, to see her advance in the path 
of progress and enjoy the increased prosperity which the adoption 
of the several improvements referred to would do so much to 
secure, I cannot feel justified in the present aspect of affairs in 
holding out any hopes of material moditication in the policy or 
disposition of the Chinese Government in regard to telegraphs and 
other similar innovations on established customs and habits.

THE CUSTOMS’ TRADE RETURNS FOR THE YEAR 1868. 
cone Shanghai Recorder thus sums up the main features in the 
above :— 

‘The first feature to be noticed in the new returns is the very 
great expansion of foreign trade (pure and simple) which has 
taken place since the year 1864, and which has increased from the 
value of Tls. 105,000,000 in the former year to Tls. 140,000,000 in 
the latter, being an increase of one-third within five years. This 
increase is all the more satisfactory that the statistics of the five 
years show that it has been gradual, and that there does not 
seem any need of sceking for its causes in accidental or temporary 
circumstances, The second feature is the very satisfactory posi- 
tion which Great Britain occupies in the field. Of a total of 
exports and imports, amounting to the value of 140 millions 
and a quarter, no less than one hundred and twenty-two and 
a-half were cither direct with Great Britain or her dependencies, 
representing therefore 87 per cent. of the entire. Next to Great 
Britain comes the United States, the entire of whose trade amounts 
to the sum of less than seven anda half millions, or a fraction 
over five per cent. Of this amount the trifling item of 
Tls. 833,000 represent the value of the imports into China from 
the United States. Curiously enough, while the value of the 
English trade with China has increased from Tls. 97 millions in 
1864 to 1224 millions in 1863, or nearly thirty per cent., that of 
the United States has actually decreased. We recommend these 
figures to the notice of the Vew York Herald and the other news- 
papers which have been assuming on behalf of the States an 
influence comparable with that of Great Britain. Another note- 
worthy feature is the decrease in the consumption of foreign 
opium, the quantity imported having decreased from 64,500 
piculs in 1866 to 54,000 in 1863. This decrease in the im - 
tion is, however, as has been shown by a contemporary, probably 
more than counterbalanced by the increased consumption of the 
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native drug. 

re-eminence as in 1866. This is of course principally to 
be attributed to the increased number of American steamers 
plying on the river Yangtsze or on the coast in connec- 
tion with the Hankow trade. The opening of the Pacific Mail 
line has likewise had a considerable effect. In the former year 
57 per cent. of the tonnage entering and leaving Chinese ports was 
British. In 1868 this had diminished to 51 per cent., with an 
actual decrease in the gross tonnage. A considerable increase 
however in both tonnage and number of vessels has taken place 
since the year 1864. Next to British and American shipping, and 
composing about 8 per cent. of the whole, comes that of the North 
German States. The gross tonnage of vessels under the German 
flags, even with a portion of the Danish shipping transferred after 
the cession of the Schleswig-Holstein provinces, showed, contrary 
to general belief, an actual though slight decline. 

The document is in every respect an interesting one ; the tables 
have been arranged to give at a glance information most be bie 
It is satisfactory to find, in the face of all that has been predicted, 
that the China trade still shows signs of healthy increase. 

At the head of the first table in the Trade Returns the pithy 
sentence appears :—“It has to be remembered that the want of 
trade statistics at Hong Kong makes the returns of the Treaty 
Ports but an imperfect statement of the imports and exports of 
China,” and adds :—“In this opinion we most cordially concur ; 
we cannot but look upon it as a disgrace that with all the Govern- 
mental machinery at work in that colony no proper trade returns 
have ever been kept. Hong Kong is the great distributing centre 
for southern as Shanghai is for northern China. Without tables 
of its imports and exports we have advanced only half way towards 
a set of perfect statistics.” 





HANKOW. 

A correspondent at Hankow writes us as follows :—Excepting 
the arrival of Li Footai, nothing worthy of note has occurred here 
lately. He encamped outside the city, where, I am informed, 
sit ee of Chinese officials did homage to him in the most ob- 
sequious manner. He has been similar y toadied throughout his 
entire passage up the river, many of the mandarins preparing 
sumptuous banquets, brilliant pageants, &c., only one of which he 
deigned to honour with his presence. It is stated that he sent up 
from Shanghai a small quantity of water, intended, I presume, as 
a hint that he wished the late Viceroy’s palace to be well cleansed 
for his reception. Li has disbanded most of his army. He brought 
with him only two hundred of his body guard and a number of 
officers. He remained on board his junk, which has no “ pesky 
bilers,” during nearly the whole time of his passage up, she being 
towed by the Zung-Chi. I hear he purposes removing the Nan- 
king arsenal up to this place, but, I presume, will first have to in- 
duce the Emperor to second the motion, which, for obvious rea- 
sons, he may not be inclined to do. 


HONG KONG. 
The present mail left on the 30th March. The outwardfmail of 
January 29 was received March12. The following items are from 
the China Mail and Daily Press :—% 


It is understood that Mr. E. W. Goodlake, who has now for 
some time been one of the magistrates of this colony, goes home 
on sick leave. Mr. Goodlake has reccived ten months’ leave, and 
will, it is stated, go home in H.M.8. Perseus, for the benefit of the 
sea voyage. The name of Mr. Goodlake’s successor has not trans- 
pired, but it would appear that some difficulty will be found in 
getting a suitable legal gentleman to take up the position of the 
departing justice. 

Phe death of Major-Genera) Brunker, commander of H.M.’s 
Forces in China, and Lieut.-Governor of Hong Kong, has caused 
deep regret in this colony. Although for some time he had not 
been in good health, no idea of his indisposition being of a dan- 
gerous nature was entertained, and his Acmise was a shock as 
sudden as it was severe. Major-General Brunker was gazetted as 
@ cornet in 1825, and a Major-General in Nov. 1865. is service 
in the army thus extends over forty-four years. His career was 
one of unpretending usefulness and dignity ; and, if not marked 
by any great military achievements, is nevertheless one that will 
long and respectfully be remembered on account of his personal 

ualities and considerate and kind disposition. The wife of Major- 

eneral Brunker died about nine months ago, and since that time 
he appeared more and more depressed. Shortly after Mrs. Brunker’s 
death he went to Japan, and returned to this colony somewhat im- 
proved; but he seems never to have recovered from the shock 
which his wife’s death occasioned. 

The remains of the late Major-General Brunker were interred 
in the Cemetery at the Happy Valley with full military honours. 
The procession was marshalled on the Parade Ground, and started 
punctually at half-past three. A field battery led the way, and 
then, to the solemn strains of the “Dead March in Saul,” the 
75th Regiment marched slowly into the Queen’s-road and towards 
the Cemetery. They were followed by the band of their regi- 
ment and that of the 29th Native Infantry. Then came the 
coffin, placed upon a gun-stand, and covered with the national 
ensign, the pall bearers consisting of Colonel Gore, Commandant, 
Doctor Hefferman, Inspector of Hospitals, Colonel Delsults, 
commanding the Royal Engineers, Commodore Jones, K.N., the 
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next to them, according to a touching custom in mili funerals 

the General’s old charger was led cs two soldiers of tha 75th, 
and immediately behind were his Excellency the Governor, Cap- 
tain Maxwell, D.A.A.G., Captain Shaw, D.A.G.G., and Captain 
Thompson, A.D.C., the chief mourners. The members of the 
Executive Council came next, and after them the 29th Regiment 
Native Infantry, followed by a large number of English, American 
and other naval officers, and, finally, by the civil servants of the 
colony, who were all in attendance,fand a large number of private 
gentlemen. 

The crowd at the parade ground was very large, and the 
road to the cemetery was nearly the whole length lined 
with spectators. The procession slowly wended its way in 
time to the musc, broken by the booming of the minute 
guns, and passing the Guard-house, turned to the Praya, and 
marched by that route to the Cemetery. The hills surrounding 
the Wong-nei-chong valley were covered with spectators. On 
reaching the cemetery the soldiers of both regiments were told off 
on either side of the road, leaning upon their reversed muskets. 
The remainder of the procession followed the coffin to the chapel, 
while the soldiers took up their position outside the grave des- 
tined to receive the mortal remains of their late commander. The 
service was impressively read by the Rev. Canon Beach, assisted 
by the Revs. J. Piperand Kyle ; and the coffin was then brought 
out and borne to its last resting place. As it was lowered into 
the grave the men of the 75th fired three volleys, which were 
answered by the minute guns hard by, and the impressive cere- 
mony being closed, the troops were marshalled, and the procession 
returned homewards. 

In addition to those mentioned as taking part in the ceremony, 
a large number of persons of distinction were present, amon 
whom were Rear-Admiral Rowan, U.S.N., and Capts. Row aad 
English, U.S.N.; the Hon. J. Smale, chief justice of Hong Kong ; 
Sir Edmund Hornby, chief judge of the Supreme Court for China 
and Japan; M. Du Chesne, Constil for Pestics: Mr. Helland, 
Danish consul; and Mr. Overbeck, Austrian consul, in their offi- 
cial uniforms; Mr. Pollard, Q.C.; Mr. Hayllar; Dr. Murray, 
colonial surgeon, and others. The 29th Regiment was under the 
command of Major Ritherdon, Capt. Grant, and Adjutant Pren- 
dergast. Captain-Superintendent Deane, who took command of 
the police, did good service, and was ably seconded by Mr. Assis- 
tant-Superintendent Creagh, who took charge of the Sikhs, and 
by Deputy-Superintendent J arman, who was also very busy. 

The Postmaster-General of Hong Kong has published a report, 
showing that reforms of a very extended nature have been made, 
The amount of orders transmitted from Hong Kong to the United 
Kingdom, in the course of the three months during which the 
system has been in operation, is £2,150; from Shanghai, £442, 
and from Yokohama, £220. A feature by no means unworthy 
of notice is the large amount that has been realised by the sale 
of postage stamps. Probably few people would be inclined to 
believe that as much as 133,802 dols. worth of stamps were sold at 
Hong Kong and the ports during the year 1868. 

The report of the ‘Union Insurance Society is issued in readi- 
ness for the meeting appointed for the Ist April. It shows a 
credit balance of 395,408.89 dols. in addition to the par 
capital of 250,000 dols. and shows satisfactory progress, the busi- 
ness for the first quarter of 1869 showing an increase of 30,000 
dols. on the corresponding period of the previous year. 

The China Mail says, referring to some comments in the Daily 
Press on the gambling question, “ Our contemporary this morning 
indulges in a homily on the vice of gambling, apropos of the last 
interview between the Secretary for the Colonies and the depu- 
tation from the Social Science Association on the subject of the 
gambling farm in Hong Kong. But it condemns the sins it is 
opposed to for the sake of those it is inclined to. It denounces 
the vice of gambling, but makes not the slightest allusion 
to the sin which the association denounces, namely, the 
deliberate utilization of that vice for the purposes of the 
Colonial Revenue. It is simply childish thus to avoid 
what is the real grievance in the complaint against his Ex- 
cellency’s policy in this respect. We believe, as we have 
said before, that it is necessary to legalise gambling among the 
Chinese in this colony in order to regulate it and keep its powers 
of mischief within a minimum area ; and this may be done effec- 
tively without Her Majesty's Government here profiting in any 
other than a proper social and moral sense, As thus—Let the 
same number of houses be licensed as now exist ; but instead of 
taking from the licensees a fee for regular absorption into the 
public revenue, let it be held as a cautionary deposit to be for- 
feited in the event of a breach by them of the Government rules, 
and conditionally on their affording assistance to the Government 
in discovering unlicensed gambling houses—an assistance which 
it would be obviously their interest to render, in order that their 
monopoly might be complete. The money thus forfeited might 
be absorbed in the general revenue, inasmuch as it would accrue 
as a fine for a breach of law, asa fine for drunkenness does, and 
would not be the direct result of legislation for revenue. To this 
mode of ‘repression’ Earl Granville would not object and the 
suggestion we make may possibly remove the difficulty felt by the 
China E: and other home papers, as to what should 
be the shape of our repressive legislation in the matter 
of gambling. There would then be, no doubt, a def- 
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ciency in the colonial revenue to a very serious extent; but 
there are two modes open to his Excellency by which he may re- 
coup himself. He can apply the elastic qualities of the Stamp 
Act to the emergency, and bring into operation what he deems its 
chief merit as being the fairest mode of taxation in a colony like 
this; and he may reduce Government expenses, which we think 
on inquiry will be found utterly out of proportion to the actual 
requirements of the colony, either for the despatch of its enor- 
mous business, or in any respect of its Imperial position. But 
that will be a topic for discussion when the disgrace of the 
gambling revenue is removed—as we hope it will be soon.” 

The Portugese troop ship Maria Pia, which is daily expected 
from Lisbon, has on board about 200 soldiers for the garrison at 
Macao. Only two vessels now remain at Macao for despatch to 
Havanna with coolies. The present Governor, Admiral de Souza, 
has taken very strict precautions against the abuses which 
formerly existed in this traffic. The Emigration ent at 
Canton for the West Indian Committee (Mr. Sampson) has not 
sent any coolies forward this year, owing to the restrictions laid 
down in Sir R. Alcock’s notification. 

At a public {meeting, held on St. Patrick’s-day, the Governor 
made some rather disparaging remarks on the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and these have led to a long and somewhat acrimonious 
controversy. The following letter will serve as a specimen :— 

“Sir,—Is it possible that, after the Governor's remarks the 
other evening, no one will come forward to advocate a Represen- 
tative Government? Are we men, are we infants, or are we fools ? 
Is there no one amongst the leading merchants who will be bold 
enough to stand up and ask for a remedy against such a glaring 
evil as we have, official members of the Council (five to two against 
us) being compelled to vote for the Governor’s measures? If no other 
person will ‘ bell the cat,’ I will do so myself, but surely it is the 
province of the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, not per- 
sonally, but ex-officio. I do not wish to endorse the Governor's 
remarks about the inefficiency of the Chamber, but I certainly will 
if some movement is not at once made in this very important 
matter. At present we are a set of children, with Sir Richard as 
our ‘papa.’—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, “ep, N. M.” 


HONG KONG MARKETS. 

The Daily Press ‘of March 30 gives the following :— 

A very large business has been doing to-day in the market for 
piece goods, and transactions have been on a large scale, espe- 
cially for T-Cloths. The largest purchasers have been foreigners, 
on speculation, but the natives have also been liberal buyers. The 
Chinese have also been anxiously inquiring for yarn, but they in- 
variably refuse to come up to the demands of holders. Upon the 
whole, the market must be considered to have slightly improved, 
both in tone and in rates, although some of the goods placed to- 
day have hardly realised a satisfactory return. Sales amount to 
7,500 pieces 8-4 Grey Shirtings at 2.774dols. to 2.85dols.., 500 
pieces 7lbs. at 2.55dols., 9,850 pieces 7lbs. T-Cloth, fine quality, at 
2.40 dols., 7,500 pieces Mexicans at 2.32} dols. to 2.34 dols., 2.000 
pieces Eagle chop at 2.26} dols., 10,100 pieces ordinary quality, at 
2.20 dols. to 2.24 dols., 3,000 pieces Singapore Cargo, 56 reed, at 
2.15 dols., 1,000 pieces 7-8lbs. at 2.55 fils: 7,000 pieces 6lbs. at 
1.90 dols., and 5,000 pieces 8lbs. 36 inches, at 2.87 dols., 600 

ieces 10lbs. T-Cloths at 4 dols., 250 pieces White hirtings at 
-25 dols. and 400 dozen Blue Handkerchiefs at 73 cents. Raw 
Cotton is still very quiet, but the market is very firm, and prices 
advancing. There has not been much doing in shares. Small 
lots of both Old and New Banks have been placed at yesterday’s 
rates. A small parcel of Steamboat found a buyer at 8 premium.

SAIGON. 


Advices by this mail come down to the 4th April. The demand 
for rice, the chief staple of export, had slackened, owing to the 
absence of demand for China. The crops in China being ample— 
this, of course, is due to the absence or the quelling of the rebel- 
lion, for which the Chinese have to thank England The vessels 
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now loading here are for Japan, and include the Black Prince, 
Guinevere, Northfieet, &c. Some are loading, also, for Europe, but 
the prices are not encouraging. Great progress is making here in 
buildings, &c., and in a short time Saigon will be quite a large 
lace. 

: The European residents already number some five hundred, and 
the naval and military forces about eight thousand. There are 
new docks talked of, although the floating one of Randolph, Elder, 
and Co. still works well. Rice mills have also been erected by 
Mr. Nelson, an English engineer. 

The telegraph wires, besides connecting the various stations for 
some ten or twenty miles, also extend to the entrance of the river 
Cape 8t. Jacque, and in a few months will be extended to the Gulf 
of Siam, from whence they can be connected with the India lines. 
Samples of silk go home by this mail reeled at Saigon. Indigo 
and cotton will soon be produced in quantities. 

But fancy the freedom of the press in a new colony being s0 
burked that nothing can be commented on—what a mistake ! 

The British Consul, Mr. Caswell, gets on smoothly, and it is 
supposed a U. 8. Consul will be appointed soon.

LABUAN. 

Advices from this Colony are to the 25th March. The birth of 
a son to the Governor is announced, who was baptised on the 17th 
of March by the Very Rey. Padre Cuarteron, and called John 
Patrick Hope Hennessy. The sponsors, by proxy, were Mr. Mon- 
sell, M.P., and the Princess Sulkowska. 

A correspondent writes under the above date :—“ The Legi 
tive Council Session for 1869 opened to-day, for the first time in 

ublic, on the occasion of the colony being no longer in depen- 
aaiiee on a grant-in-aid from Parliament, and the event will be 
further inaugurated by the lighting of the town on the night of 
the lst April next. From that date Victoria Town will be placed 
solely under the charge of the municipal commissioners, consisting 
of six of the principal native merchants, who highly appreciate 
the confidence reposed in them by Government. The colon 
remains healtby, and new roads are being made, leading to a 
rts of the island. There is a mania among the natives for land, 
in lots varying from 20 to 50 acres, for agricultural purposes, owin 
to the abolition of the land tax and the disturbances in Brunei. 
Numbers of Kadyans, with their families, are removing from 
Brunei.”

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to April 7. The outward Mail of Feb. 26 was 
received on the 2nd April. The following items are from the 
Singapore Daily Times :— 

It is stated in some quarters that the Governor will most likely 
leave the settlement for Europe at the close of the year, having 
oe for leave of absence. 

e learn from the late home papers received by last mail that 
the Straits Settlements are to placed under the See of Hong 
Kong, and not under that of Madras, as was formerly intended. 

A fine steam-boat was launched from the works at Tanjong 
Pagar Dock, with steam up, and immediately proceeded on her 
trial vi She is the property of a gentleman of this place, and 
is intended chiefly to visit the neighbouring islands in search of 
rare species of Orchids, and is therefore characteristically called 
the Orchid. The trial trip was very successful, the boat attaining 
a speed of seven knots with 45 lbs. of steam. Although costing 
only about one-third of the price of the new Government launch, 
the Mata Mata, the Orchid, contrasts favourably with that boat 
both in point of speed, and the superior finish of the work, which 
reflects great credit on the builder. 

There is hope that Government House will be ready after all in 
time for the reception of Prince Alfred. According to the China 
papers Sir Harry Keppel has written home strongly recommending 
the postponement of 1R.H’s visit to China until the cool weather 
setsin. There is a chance, therefore, that H.R.H. may make a 
longer stay in Australia or New Zealand or Japan so as to escape 
the hot weather of Shanghai and Hong Kong in August. We hope 
so, in order that longer time may be allowed to finich Government 
House, because we very much fear that the hurry-scurry with 
which the work is being pushed on at present will leave anything 
but a satisfactory result, and, besides being more expensive in i¢- 
self, will entail far more expense from the endless repair which 
will hereafter be found necessary. 

In connection with the Council, we have to note that there are 
now two seats of unofficial members vacant. There have never 
been more than four unofficial members appointed. But the 
charter constituting the colony contemplated the appointment of 
five. The honourable Dr. Little has resigned his seat, and no 
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one has yet been named in his place. The public are very anxious 
who will be appointed. The delay in filling the vacancy is attri- 
buted to the difficulty of finding any one willing to take the 
appointment, which is a significant indication of the estimation 
in which the Council is held by business men. 

During the latter part of the fortnight considerable talk has 
been caused by the arrest of the two partners of Mesars. Locke, 
Hong Ghee, and Co. in whose store the fire which took place on 
the 17th ultimo originated, on a charge of arson. A coolie in 
their employ deposed circumstantially that he actually saw one 
of the partners setting fire to some straw in the back part of the 
store just before shutting up. The defendants were liberated 
upon bail for 10,000 dollars each, and the case came on for in- 
vestigation before the sitting magistrate yesterday. The coolie 
then swore that his previous deposition, under which the arrest 
Was made, was totally false and without any foundation. The 
defendants were liberated at once, and the coolie committed for 
perjury. It is to be hoped that he will be made an example of. 

ithe Daily Times publishes the half-yearly report of the Tan- 
jong Pagar Dock Company, and adds]: “It is satisfactory to find 
this company continuing in its course of prosperity.” At the 
meeting, the Chairman explained that the wharf having been 
by 6,430.02 dols. less profitable than during the half-year ending 
30th June ultimo, mainly through the decrease in coal business 
the showing of the balance sheet was not as satisfactory as could 
be desired. Beside which, the dock having been open but {a 
little over two months, and the competition during that time 
having been most severe, the profits, though increased to the 
extent of 2,085 dols. from this source, were insufficient to cover 
the deficiency. In reference to] an inquiry made by the Honour- 
able Dr. Little, it was explained that the expenditure for the con- 
struction of the works being, with the exception of a very small 
outlay for dredging the dock entrance, now finished, a system of 
accounts which would be much more explicit was initiated, from 
which the shareholders would learn the exact amount of profit 
derived from each source more readily and satisfactorily. The 
directors again waived their claim to remuneration for services 
during the past half-year, and the report was adopted. 

The Ocean Company’s steamer Agamemnon arrived on the 3rd 
April, from Liverpool, and would sail from Hong Kong on the 8th.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, May 4. 

After the defeat of Count Bismark on the question of appointing 
responsible Federal Ministers, one would have thought he would have 
been cautious of provoking further opposition from the Parliament, 
instead of which he has prodaced some new measures for raising the 
wind, the result of which appears to me to be very problematical. As 
the army and navy, as well as a few other branches of the public ser- 
vice, are now supported by the Confederation, the expenses are very 
heavy, and greatly exceed the revenue. The latter, indeed, consists of 
only one or two heads, principally the receipts of the Custom-house (or 
rather the share of the Confederated States out of the proceeds of the 
Zollverein) and the surplus of the Post and Telegraph-offices, 80 that 
the deficit in the last two annual Budgets had to be made good by 
means of what in German official financial jargon is called a matricu- 
lar-umlage, which is a division of the sum amongst the separate States 
in the proportion of their population, leaving it to the different Go- 
vernments to tax their own subjects in any way they liked best, so 
that the money was forthcoming. Count Bismark, however, who— 
with all respect for his thorough knowledge and experience of diplo- 
macy be it said—has never paid much attention to the subject of 
finances, now appears in the new character of a Federal financier, and 
makes his debf@it before the Parliament with the proposal to create 
Federal taxes in partial mitigation of the above-mentioned mode of 
repartition. With this object his mind takes a wide range of articles 
suitable for taxation according to his notions, but in which he will pro- 
bably be met by much determined opposition. They embrace spirits, 
beer, stamps, petroleum, and . In bringing in the Bill Count 
Bismark, on the part of the Federal Council, stated that money was 
required for the purposes of the Confederation, and gave them to under- 
stand he was not particular as to where it came from, so that they might 
make their choice of objects proposed to be taxed. It is proposed 
to fix an import duty of fifteen groachens (half a dollar, or 1s. 6d.) per 
centner on petroleum, and raise an inland tax of 24 groschens per 
1,000 cubic feet of gas, which is considered the equivalent, it being 
assumed that 1,000 feet of gas of the usual average quality give as 
much light as from 17 to 20 Ibs. of refined petroleum. This tax is 
calculated to produce an annual revenue of 500,000 dollars per annum, 
and, if passed, ia to come into operation on the let of September next. 
It is further proposed to make all contract notes for the sale and pur- 
chase of goods and merchandise of all descriptions, as well as of funds, 
shares, and other securities dealt in on the Stock Exchange, liable to 
a stamp-tax of one groschen. This is estimated to produce 300,000 
dollars annually, it being taken as the basis of the calculation that 
at Berlin 5,000 such contract notes are made out every day, which in 
three hundred business days would give 100,000 dollars, whilst the 
other 200,000 dollars would be raised at Hamburg, Bremen, Frank- 
fori, Cologne, Breslau, and Leipzig. These measures have for the 
present been referred to the Committee for Finances, to be examined 
andjreported on, with what result remains to be seen. 

. An amusing scene was acted in the sitting of the Federal Parliament 
last week, when the proposed law for the abolition of franking letters 
and telegrams was under discussion. When the Parliament was created, 
three years ago, the members had the privilege of receiving and frank- 
ing letters to an unlimited extent, but this was subsequently found to 
interfere so materially with the revenues of the Post-office, that the 
Federal Council required the members of Parliament to renounce their 
| bbe da This was agreed to, but with the amendment of Count 

nard, that the Chancellor be requested to bring in a Bill for a 
general revision of the existing exemptions. The provisions of this 
new Bill limit the right of receiving and transmitting letters and tele- 
grams to the Heads and Members of the Sovereigns of the Confedera- 
tion, the Federal authorities, and the Federal Parliament. For the 
present, however, the naval and military authorities are to retain the pri- 
vilege, but all other exceptions are to be abolished. Dr. Becker, member 
for Dortmund, in proposing an amendment, complained of the loss of re- 
venue by these privileges of franking, which amounted last year to 
no less than two and a-half millions of dollars. In support of his 
amendment he exposed some of the abuses that more especially re- 
quired putting down, among which, not the least one, was that the 
free telegrams took precedence of those that were paid for, which was 
very inconvenient for the public, as the traffic was now go large, the 
number of telegrams now forwarded being just five times as many as ten 
years ago. “And it is truly wonderful,” said the Doctor, ‘‘ how the 
authorities understand spinning out their telegrams, and how they 
make use of the telegraph for the most trivial purposes. If, for in- 
stance, a soldier remains absent a day after the expiration of his fur- 
lough, down comes a telegram to the Burgermeister requiring him to 
hunt him up and send him to head-quarters. If it was necessary to 
have him back it may be right to telegraph for him, but surely it did 
not require a m e containing sixty-two words. It is but right and 
courteous that the Sovereigns and princes of reigning dynasties should 
enjoy the right of free telegraphing, butit is certainly an abuse to delegate 
this privilege to their servants and suite. These telegrams are of the 
most promiscuous description poasible to conceive. If the cook of a 
aa duke requires parsley for his master’s sauce he telegraphs for it. 

e writes out the message and signs it with an S—the understood sign 
of ita being free—and gets one of the officers of the household to 
countersign it, and furnish it with the Royal Seal, and then the pars- 
ley can be telegraphed for without payment, though there may be 
hundreds of paid telegrams waiting to be sent off. This was my own 
case once, when I was put to great inconvenience by having to wait a 
long time before I could send off an important despatch because the 
eook of a Prince telegraphed to the President of Police, in a city on the 
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Rhine, to buy a fish for a dollar; that telegram, which I saw with my 
own eyes, bearing the signature and stamp of the department of the 
kitchen of the Prince’s household. This immunity is also enjoyed by 
his gardener, his gamekeeper, the director of his Court theatre, and the 
Master of his Horse. Amongst the thousands of such telegrams the 
number of those on the real service of the State are very few. During 
the forty-eight houra that have elapsed since the draft of the 
Bill was put into my hands I have not yet been able to as- 
certain from the ‘Gotha Genealogical Calendar’ (here, to the 

great amusement of the House, he produced from his pocket 
a copy of that indispensable work) how many princes and prin- 

cesses there are in the North German Confederation. I have only got 

as far as the letter L, and there I find more than fifty princes and 

princesses of the House of Lippe alone, who all enjoy the privilege of 

writing and telegraphing to an anlimited extent without any expense 

to themselves.” After some remarks by the Government Commissioner 
the Bill was read the first time. 

In the same sitting a resolution was moved by Herr Heubner for 
the suppression of lotteries in all the States of the Confederation, but 
it was opposed by the Government Commissioner, Count Schwerin, 
who doubted whether Parliament had the right of interfering with the 
financial arrangements of the separate States. The motion was nega- 
tived without a division. ; 

The Naval Department has proposed that the time of officers and 
crews of ships of war serving on stations between the tropics shall count 
double as in time of war. 

The President of the German Confederation has signified to the Go« 
vernments of the European States having political and commercial re- 
lationa with Japan, his intention of establishing a naval hospital for 
German sailors of the navy and the merchant service, on a plot of 
ground presented for the purpose by the Government of Japan, and 
situated at Yokohama. 

The Nautical Association at Bremen has worked ont the details of a 
plan for the establishment of a Federal Admiralty Court, with its seat 
at one of the seaports, having under its control all disputes on matters 
connected with shipping, charters, salvage, bottomry, marine insur- 
ances, consular jurisdiction, and prize-money. It will be forwarded to 
the Federal Council, and supported by a strong recommendation of the 
Senate of Bremen in favour of its being adopted. 


COMMERCIAL. 

° As the atock of Rangoon rice has been much reduced and importers 
were disposed to sell, the following sales were effected :—5,500 bagu 
per Octavia, 12,000 bags per Helios, 8,000 bags per Aline, and 11,000 
bags per Cameo. Full prices were paid. There is but little doing in 
cleaned grain. The Tea market is calm ; common and good ordinary 
Congou may be quoted a shade higher. Amongst the sales of Green 
were 100/8 chests of Hyson, 900 boxes Imperial, and 200 boxes Gan- 
powder. In Spices there is no alteration to report, the demand for all 
descriptions being slack. Pepper: Well supported. Of China Galls 
a parcel of 200 chests lately arrived has been sold by importers at full 
rates. Spelter has been totally neglected, and no sales are recorded ;

HOLLAND.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrgerDaM, May 3. 

One of your contemporaries stated some days ago (I believe it was 
the Morning Star) that a Ministerial crisis was about to break out in 
the Hague, the First Chamber having refused to aid the India Railway 
Company by guaranteeing the payment by the State of the interest of 
the last loan. Another paper stated, most authoritatively, that a 
‘© Reform Bill” had been carried by the Second Chamber. Ot course 
I need not now trouble to contradict the statement that our Lords had 
outvoted the Fast India Railway Bill, as in a former letter I had the 
opportunity of communicating that it had been carried. All the state- 
ments in your contemporaries about a “ Ministerial crisis ” are entirely 
without foundation; and as regards the ‘‘ Re‘orm Jill,” it isa fact that 
Mr. Heemskirk, ex-Minister, whom I may t2rm the ‘“ Datch Disraeli,” 
has proposed such a measure, but only by way of amendment, so that 
the members declined to discuss the question. 

Amongst the Bills which have passed the Second Chamber appears 
that by which all instructors and schoolmasters are exempted from 
paying the license tax. This is an important step to appease the anti- 
instruction law agitators. According to the statements of the Mi- 
nister of the Financial Department it is probable that this taa will be 
entirely annulled next year, in order to promote trade and industry. 
The Sea-letter Bill passed also, after a very lengthened debate, from 
which I[ gather that when this Bill becomes law permission will be 
granted our Consuls to allow foreign ships to sail temporarily under 
our flag. It was stated by the Minister that this stipulation was ne- 
cessary on behalf of the coast and river trade in China and Japan. 

The Opposition is greatly annoyed at the success of the Government 
in carrying the East India Railway Company’s Bill. After it had 
passed, Mr. yan Goltatein interpellated the Minister about the manner 
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fn which the loan was contracted. Of course his endeavour had no 
effect ; neither had the interpellation of Mr. van Sypesteyn about the 
actual state of the West Coast of Africa. We only know that the 
Government will not at present send either a military or a naval ex- 
pedition to that colony. The First Chamber met some days ago for 
the despatch of business. 

Among political parties a general confusion prevails. Mr. Groen 
van Prinaterer has published pamphlets in which he urges the anti- 
revolutionary party not to support the Conservatives. Of course his 
followers will obey their leader. The Roman Catholics, who are 
supporters of the Conservatives, are also malcontents. One of the Ro- 
man Catholic members lately pointed out, as an urgent necessity, that 
the nation ought not to be represented according to their political con- 
victions, but according to the number of persons belonging to each 
faith. In this case the Roman Catholics, Mr. Hoffmanns stated, 
should be represented by thirty members, instead of the fifteen who 
now sit in the Binnenkot. The Clerical and Liberal papers are filled 
with articles about this nonsensical reasoning. The Conservatives, 
however, do not move in the matter,jwhich makesjthe Roman Catholics 
most indignant, and a rupture is not improbable. Then a sort of pro- 
gramme was published of a Radical-India party. It was inserted, in 
® pamphlet by Mr. Des Amorie van der Hoeven, addressed to all 
+ Raithful Christians.” Our Liberals are, the author says, Conserva- 
tives when there is any question about India affairs; all that India can 
do is to pay a yearly contribution to the Netherlands. The ex-editor 
of the Bataviaasch Handelsblad condemns Mr. Myer, the Governor- 
General, and the Colonial Minister, and foretells that we shall lose our 
rich empire in India unless ical measures are introduced. This 
brochure was published the day after Mr. Reuter’s telegrams announced 
that a revolution had broken out in Java, in the neighbourhood of 
Buitenzorg, and the little book made, in consequence, an enormous 
sensation. We, however, cannot know the real value of that telegram 
with any degree of certainty, and, perhaps, the papers by the next 
mail will make us no wiser than before, the telegram stating that the 
Java papers were forbidden to communicate any particulars. 

The general agitation prevailing amongst the English and Belgian 
workmen begins to operate in our country also, and in several places 
a strike is looked upon as inevitable. The ship carpenters at Amster- 
dam have declined further work unless their wages are increased and 
the work hours decreased. In Walcheren disorder prevails amongst 
the navvies. The Dutch try to expel the Belgians because the last 
named incline to work for lower wages. Several serious emeutes have 
taken place, in which lives were lost. The turf makers in Friesland 
are also declining to work without increased pay ; the compositors 
are organising a strike, and, in one word, there is general discontent 
among the workmen. 

The Dutch India Gas Company has issued its prospectus {for a loan 
of 300, 000f., at an interest of 6 per cent. 

I hear that Mr.de Bosch Kemper, the leader of the conciliatory 
party, will shortly resign his seat in the Second Chamber. 

According to the report of the Chamber of Trade, at Euschede, the 
cotton manufactorics have not given a good result during the year 
1868. The fluctuation of the prices of raw cotton and yarns, large 
exports to the E. I. market, important bankruptcies in the East, and 
the eh pageloe influence of the culture system, by which the wealth of 
the India population has been decreased, and buying on the part of 
the Javanese rendered nearly impossible, are given as the reasons that 
our Dutch Manchester is not in a flourishing condition. The manu- 
facturers, it is stated, are seeking other markets for their goods, espe- 
lally those of China, Japan and Singapore. 

According to the Middleburger Courant, the Minister of the Colonial 
Department will shortly lay before Parliament a Bill to regulate the 
cultivation of sugar in our E. I. colonies. 

Mr. de Graeff van Polsbroek, our minister-resident in Japan, ar- 
rived some days ago at the Hague, and was received by the King.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


TEA. 

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan in the United 
States from the Ist January to the 2let April, 1869, were as follows: 
—Greens, 10,923,924 lbs. ; Japans, 6,258,628 lbs. ; Souchongs, 940,985 
Ibs.; Oolongs, 4,322,065 lbs.; other sorts, 204,500 lbs.; total, 
22,650,102 lbs. The stock on the lst January was 9.577,014 Ibe. ; 
which, added to the above total, gives a result of 32,227,116 lbs. 
Subtracting from this total the exports from Ist January to the 21st 
April, 1,162,550 Ibs., and the withdrawals for home consumption dur- 
ing that period, 14,328,969 lbs., there remains a total of 16,735,597 Ibe., 
representing the stock on the last-named date. The receipts from April 
7th to April 21st amounted to 3,651,783 Iba, the withdrawals for home 
consumption to 1,557,758 lbs., and the exporta to 267,527 lbs. 


The following is from Messrs. Beebe Brothers’ Circular :— 


Since our report of the 9th April the ruling feature of the tea market 
has been one of dulness, and transactions (other than in Japans) quite 
moderate. These have been in demand for export to Canada, and 
buyers for that market have taken during the fortnight about 16,000 
half-chests, mostly of low and medium grade, and including the entire 
cargo per Unison, from Nagasaki. Prices realised show a decline of 
one to two cents per lb. In Greens, less than the usual amount o 
business has been done, and quotations show a further reduction in 
eargo kinds. For Oolongs the demand continues limited, and the bulk 
of sales reported are from the cargo of old crop Amoy goods, ex N. B. 
Palmer. Nothing further has becn done in new crop Foochow teas, 
the views of the trade being too far below those of importers to permit 
sales for the present. The sales of the fortnight, reported from first 
hands, are 5,300 half-chests Green, 21,500 half-cheste Japan, and 6,600 
half-chests Oolong. The market gencrally closes without animation, 
the trade limiting purchases to the supply of immediate wants.

Dusty and common, 43c. to 48; good cargo, 5lc. to 63; superior, 56a 
to 58; fine, 62c. to 65; extra fine to finest, 70c. to 90. Foochow 
Oolongs: Fair cargo, 50c. to 52; good, 53c. to 55; superior, 58c. te 
60 ; fine, 62c. to 65 ; extra fine and finest, 75c. to 100.

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TERMINATION OF THE CIVIL WAR IN JAPAN. 


In the Japanese calendar the year “Tatsd ” corresponds 
with our year Anno Domini 1868 ; though commencing and 
ending about six weeks later, it is of the same annual dura- 
tion. That year will, in all probability, be the most memo- 
rable in the annals of Japan, from which future generations 
in the “Land of the Rising Sun” will date a new era in 
their political condition that may in time completely change 
the destinies of the nation. At its commencement the admi- 
nistrative power that had held the reins of government through 
the semi-hereditary and elective Shiogoons was superseded, 
and the post—which had become sacred through an existence 
of three centuries—was abolished by order of the MIKADO, as 
sole hereditary Sovereign of Japan. Then arose a sanguinary 
internecine war between the partisans of the deposed Suio- 
Goon and the adherents of the Mixapo. The struggle at 
times was desperate, and reached its culminating point in the 
environs of Kioto—hitherto the metropolis of J apan and city 
of the Mrkapo—when the destiny of the nation was trembling 
in the balance. Victory came to the arms of the MIKADO’S 
forces through the defection of a Daimio in the Sarogoon’s 
army, who came over with his retainers to the legitimate 
cause at the eleventh hour. This was the signal for a 
retreat upon Osaka; but before they reached half way it 
was cut off by a force in ambuscade, the enemy were 
put to the rout, and the SHiocoon fled in disorder to his 
chief stronghold in the City of Yedo. There Yosur Hisa 
repined over his adverse fortunes, until his noble nature 
caused him to repent of having taken up arms against his 
legitimate sovereign, and in a spirit of humility he sent in 
his resignation as the last of the Saiogoons. He then left 
Yedo, that his forefathers had made, not only the most popu- 
lous and flourishing city in Japan, but in all Eastern Asia. 
This the youthful Mixapo and his new Government acknow- 
ledged by proclamation on the seventh moon in the memo- 
rable year Tatsu, as follows :— Being now established in 
“my reign and in the government over all the people of 
“ Japan, I have taken into consideration that Yedo is well 
“adapted for the seat of Government, inasmuch as it is the 
“ greatest, the most populous, and the wealthiest city in the 
‘Eastern Empire. I therefore decree that Yedo shall be 
“ the seat of my Government, and the city shall henceforth 
“be called Touké:, or the Eastern Capital. This I do be- 
“ cause I consider my whole empire as but one body, and 
“therefore I am anxious to show no partiality to either the 
“ Eastern or Western provinces.” Following up the decla- 
ration of undivided sovereignty announced in this proclama- 
tion, the Mrxapo entered his new capital in person on the 
ninth moon—corresponding to December. There, in the 
Hall of the Shiogoons, he established his throne, which in 
the eyes of his subjects was crowning the edifice of his 
supreme power. This was acknowledged in the month fol- 
lowing by the representatives of all the foreign Treaty Powers 
with Japan, who on the 5th January had a solemn audience 
of the youthful monarch, whom they addressed as his Ma- 
jesty the Mrxano of Japan, and exchanged addresses made 
on behalf of their own sovereigns and president, to which 
gracious replies were given, and the treaties of amity and 
commerce thereby finally ratified, 

This audience, and interchange of diplomatic relations, 
was significant for both parties ; while it virtually ended the 
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revolution on the one hand, it strengthened the hands of the 
MIKaD0o, in being officially recognised by the Representatives 
of Foreign Powers. Hitherto Ministers had issued declara- 
tions of neutrality towards the contending parties, but these 
were withdrawn immediately after the audience, thereby re- 
cognising his Majesty the Mrxapoas the legitimate sovereign, 
and friendly ally of Foreign Treaty Powers. These are the 
incidents, briefly stated, which mark the commencement, 
culmination, and termination of the Civil War in Japan. 
But it was not without a desperate resistance on the part of 
the disaffected Daimios and their followers, who refused to 
surrender with the ex-SHIOGOON, that so much was accom- 
plished. Arpzu, the leader of the malcontents, held out for 
a long time, until he and his retainers, at the fortified city of 
Wakamatz, were besieged, and had to surrender in the face 
of famine. He was taken to Yedo, where he was treated 
with respect by his offended sovereign, on account of his 
noble birth and actions. The Royal clemency was extended 
towards him and other leading Daimios who had surrendered. 
Still, at the close of the year, there was a considerable body 
of insurgents in arms against the M1kapo’s cause, led on by 
ENNoMOTO, admiral of the foreign-equipped fleet under the 
Smiogoon. With him were eight French officers, naval and 
military, some deserters from their own service, who conti- 
nued, by their presence and acts, to fan the lingering embers 
of rebellion, which, in all probability, but for their counte- 
nance would have ended sooner. This remnant of the op- 
posing forces against those of the Mixano consisted of four 
thousand men, with four transports and two ships of war. 

After the defeat of Arpzu, and the capture of Ne-e-gata and 

Wakamatz, Ennomaro sailed with his fleet for the island of 
Yesso, attacked the treaty port of Hakodadi, and took posses- 

sion of the place. Here it is worthy of note that the French 

officers were the leading men in the attack, as described by 

our correspondent at Yokohama. “The landing party,” he 

stated, “was headed by Captain Brunet, a French officer in 

“ the service of the SHiogoon. The rebel force consisted of 
“ Captain Brunet and seven others, with a Japanese corvette, 
“the Kayomaru, 25 guns, Fagle, 8 guns, and four transports, 
“ carrying 4,000 troops. These troops landed in Volcano 
“ Bay, and after several skirmishes fought their way through 

“ thick snow to a strong battery called Kamittor. This bat- 
“tery was taken by storm, and an entrance into Hakodadi 

“ followed—the Mixapo’s troops taking shelter in a steamer, 

“and proceeding to Tougono, on the cther side of the island 

“of Yesso.” Here they took their stand, and issued quasi- 

proclamations, announcing the establishment of a Republic 

in the island, and requesting the Foreign Powers to acknow- 

ledge their supremacy in that part of the Mrxapo’s territory. 

These overtures ended in smoke, though they levied taxes upon 

Foreign merchandise entering the harbour, and it became 

evident that the forces of the Foreign Powers would have to 

interfere for the protection of their own rights and privileges. 

Whether this contingency being apparent to the French ad- 

venturers with the insurgents does not appear, but we learn 

that the main body have evacuated Hakodadi, and taken 

possession of the small isle-of Sado, on the west coast of Nip- 

pon, in the Japan Sea. Arrived at this place, their forces 

have been seriously crippled by the loss of “the Kayomaru, 

“a splendidly-equipped and most solidly-built new Dutch 

“ frigate, sold to Japan the year before last, having gone to 

“ pieces on the coast a few miles north of Hakodadi.” Thus 

the fortunes of the desperadoes who still hold out against 

legitimate authority are at a very low ebb, and we may look 

to an early date for their complete suppression, with the 

restoration of peace to the Land of the Rieing Sun.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 


Under the auspices of this Association, a deputation of 


gentlemen connected with, or interested in, the Straits Set- 
tlements, waited on Lord GRANVILLE on Tuesday last, the 4th 
inst., for the purpose of calling his lordship’s attention to the 
condition of the Colony, and asking for some reforms in its 
government. An account of the proceedings which has ap- 

red in a daily contemporary conveys a very inaccurate 
idea of what took place; we are not quite prepared with an 
accurate and full report ourselves, but can promise one in 
our next issue. In the meantime it will be sufficient to say 
that,the deputation was very courteously received ; that with 
regard to the first point urged by the deputation, namely, 
the extravagant expenditure of the local Government, Lord 
GRANVILLE said he had already communicated with Governor 
Orp ; and that the other principal points, namely, the reform 
of the Legislative Council and the independence of the 
judges, should have fair consideration. The proceedings 
took a conversational turn, and in the course of them Lord 
GRANVILLE adduced some arguments in favour of the existing 
system on which we shall offer some comments when we pre- 
sent a full report.

A TELEGRAM from Hong Kong, dated April 5, and pub- 
lished by Mr. Reuter, says, ‘‘ Consul SwinHoE has been re- 
“ called on account of his proceedings in Formosa.” How 
any action of Consul SwinHoE’s in connection with the recent 
events in Formosa could have justified his recall, even in 
the eyes of the present curiously-constituted Cabinet, was 
quite unintelligible ; but a short letter in The Times from a 
relative of that gentleman throws some light on the affair. 
Mrs. SWINHOE writes, “The Earl of CLARENDON has autho- 
“ rised me to deny thereport. Mr. Consul SwinHor has not 
“ been recalled, and certainly not on account of any act of his 
“in connection with the late disturbances in Formosa.” So 
the telegram probably refers only to the already-known re- 
moval of Mr. Consul Gisson, the confusion of names originat- 
ing in carelessness on the part of the sender of the telegram. 


In the shape of a pamphlet, and under the title of “A 
Reply to the Charges brought against Protestant Missions 
in China,” there has just been published a letter written by 
the Rev. Carstarrs Dovuatas, M.A., of Amoy, and addressed 
to the Editor of The Times. It is introduced by a preface 
from the pen of Mr. DonaLp MarTHEson, one of the Com- 
mittee of the English Presbyterian Church Mission, to which 
Mr. Carstairs Doveias belongs. The pamphlet only reached 
us at a late hour yesterday, so we must reserve our comments 
for a future issue. 


Mr. BuRLINGHAME is still in Paris, and has, we hear, been 
suffering from a slight illness. It is believed that the Mis- 
sion will visit Berlin and St. Petersburg before returning 
to London, but nothing is definitely settled as yet. The ball 
of the Chinese Mission has been a nine days’ wonder, but 
with regard to its diplomatic achievements nothing has trans- 
pired. 


THE new Persian Gulf cable, which has been reshipped on 
board the ship Calcutta, has been discovered to be defective 
in both coils, and must be discharged for further examination 
to ascertain the mischief. It is reported that a new cable 
will be required to be constructed to take its place, the defects 
being so extensive. 





Ir was stated the other day in the Italian Senate that a 
through train between Susa and Brindisi will be established 
next month, but that no arrangements will be made for for- 
warding the Indian mails by the line until the completion of 
the Mont Cenis tunnel.

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THE TRADE-ROUTE TO WESTERN CHINA. 

Ata recent meeting of the Council of the Morley Chamber of Com- 
merce, held at the Town Hall, Morley, on Tuesday evening, a number 
of gentlemen were present who had been invited to meet Captain 
Sprye, a gentleman well known amongst commercial men in the dis- 
trict, and indeed througout the country, for his untiring exertions 
through many years to effect, through the medium of the English Go- 
vernment and the Government of India, the opening up of a route to 
Western China; Mr. S. Kaye, President, in the chair. 


The PRESIDENT rose and said it was with great pleasure that he was 
present that evening, more especially as a gentleman was with them 
who had been long engaged in promoting the interests of commerce 
abroad, and who had kindly attended in order that he might 
point out to them the new route which he had thought for several 
years ought to be opened to Western China. He (the speaker) had 
long taken a deep interest in Captain Sprye’s exertions to effect 
this, and was fully persuaded that thay had been of no ordinary 
character ; in fact, that there was no one but himself who knew the 
difficulties he had had to cope with in the shape of red-tapeism at 
home, and official obstructiveness at Calcutta, where commerce wit 
India had ever been discouraged by the ruling authorities. He 
was, however, glad to think the project was nearer being carried 
out than was expected some time ago. He recollected reading some 
years ago that Captain Sprye and his son had proved the feasibility of 
making a railway and roads to Western China, and that the people 
dwelling in the districts through which it was proposed they should 
pass were favourable to the project. The Indian Government, how- 
ever, obstructed the carrying out of the scheme, and ordered the sur- 
vey of another route, which was, so far as he was able to judge, a very 
circuitous one, and utterly incapable of serving the commercial pur- 
poses for which it was required; and after being at considerable ex- 
pou in prosecuting that survey, the work of opening a trade route 

it to Western China was deemed impracticable, and abandoned. 

e believed the non-success of Captain Sprye in secking to effect his 
object waa attributable to that red-tapeism that had prevailed in 
this country for a long time, and which he hoped would soon be 
abolished. He had great pleasure in introducing Captain Sprye to 
the meeting. 

Captain Sprre, who had received a cordial welcome from the gentle- 
men present, proceeded to point out, on maps which he had with him 
for the purpose, the route which he had striven for the past ten years 
to induce the English and Indian Governments to open out to Western 
China. He called attention to the thorough practicability of such a 
project, and refuted allegations made to the contrary by the Indian 
Government and members of English Ministries. He next showed 
the great impetus which English commerce would derive from the 
carrying out of his project, there being not fewer than a hundred mil- 
lions of human beings dwelling in the countries which the route would 
commercially command, who had never seen English manufactures, 
and who would gladly purchase them. The numberless efforts which 
he and his late son had made to promote the opening up of the route, 
Captain Spryealgo alluded to, and in turn spoke of the rebuffs which they 
had met with at the hands of the Indian Government and members of 
the English Ministry. He condemned the self-seeking of the former 
in obstructing his efforts, and deprecated the apathy and inert- 
ness of the latter in not having long since surveyed the route 
and thereby ascertained whether the project was a practical one 
or not; and whether the commerce of this country would be 
benefited by its adoption. In conclusion, he said the question 
was whether English commerce was to be for ever shut out 
from Western China and the extensive adjacent countries with 
which the Western Chinese regularly traded in caravans, and ob- 
served that if the commercial men of this country were desirous that 
they should find markets there they must let the House of Commons 
know their wishes, and impress upon it the necessity of opening up a 
route to that country. The Chambers of Commerce of Halifax, Wakefield, 
Bradford, Huddersfield, and other important manufacturing districts, 
were all in favour of the pre and he believed that of Leeds was 
also. One of them had already petitioned the House in its favour, 
and others were about te do so; and then they would get a discussion 
upon it in Parliament and drive the truth into those Government 
officials who had hitherto, for mere obstructive purposes, declared the 
project impracticable. At the India-office he was of course not a 
very popular man, and unless he was supported by the great commer- 
cial interests of the community his individual efforts must continue to 
be in vain. 

On the motion of Mr. Watson, seconded by Mr. Srockws i, a vote 
of thanks was accorded to Captain Sprye for his able address, and it 
was resolved that the Chamber should give the important subject 
which he had laid before it its earnest consideration.

THE COMING TEA SEASON, 
(To the Editor of the London and Ohina Telegraph.) 

Sra,— Your article on this subject on the 19th ultimo, and the letter 
from “ A China Merchant” in your issue of the 1st inst., will be much 
appreciated by all readers desiring to see the China Tea Trade once 
again conducted on sound and reasonable mercantile principles. 
late years it has been a simple scramble, all reference to quality for 
price, supply, and demand having been lost sight of in a general rush 
to ship tea. The season now closing, with its enormous losses, may 
. induce more cautious action; if not, let the prudent trader stand 
aside whilst the reckless man of straw pursues his career, adding to 
his debit balances, already probably heavy, in the books of those who, 
for the sake of a commiasion, are willing to obtain, somehow or other, 


facilities for the prosecution of business to an extent that men of 


credit, standing, and capital would not engage themselves. 

The system of private trading by tca-tasters, and the granting them 
large credits, as some of the merchant brokers do, cannot be too much 
reprobated, and might, I think, be remedied by the principals of firms 
taking a decided and uncompromising stand in the matter. 

1st. I would forbid unconditionally all private trading when making 
terme with a tea-taster. When he has proved himself worthy of as- 
sistance beyond his salary, no firm would object to his having a small 
interest in their shipments. Under the present system the most worth- 
less are those who obtain the greatest facilities, because they are unscru- 
pulous how they obtain and how they use them. Of recent years mer- 


chants’ houses have in many cases harboured men who, living free of 


expense and being well paid, have been their employers’ great anta- 
gonists. This dishonest state of affairs has been fostered, as it was 
initiated, by the merchant broker. 

2nd. I would urge importers to refuse support to any broker who 
identified himself or in any way countenanced the system above 
alluded to. Let him renounce his title of broker and become mer- 
chant if he desires to do merchant’s business.— Your obedient servant,

MR. LAURENCE OLIPHANT IN AMERICA. 

Under the heading of ‘‘ A Strange Colony,” a correspondent of the 
Buffalo Express writes:—‘‘ Brocton, a quiet place, fifty miles weat- 
ward of Buffalo, and hitherto known only for its superior wines and 
grapes, has recently attained celebrity as the residence of Laurence 
Oliphant, the British diplomatist and legislator. The report that he 
had disappeared from the fashionable world of London, and from Par. 
liament, and joined a semi-religious, semi-socialistic community has 
been extensively circulated. Yesterday (March 24) I made a flying 


Visit to the grounds of the community to which he belongs, and of 


which he is the cashier and business agent. While passing through 
the village we met a lady and gentleman in asleigh. The latter, in 
spite of his plain attire, in no wise different from the workin clothes 
of any farmer, bore about him the unmistakable air of bree ing and 
culture which distinguished him at a glance. He halted and engaged 
in conversation with Mr. Ryckman, an introduction from whom con- 
firmed the surmise that the gentleman was no other than the former 
star of Belgravia and petted companion of Royalty; Mrs. Oliphant 
was with him. Arrived at the office, we were joined in a few moments 
by Mr. Oliphant, who at once proposed to exhibit the grounds. The 
first visit was to a greenhouse. He then proceeded to show us vine- 
yards. To the north of the office, and close by the bank of Lake 
Erie, is the old Millet homestead. he house hag been removed, 
and on its site an elegant cottage ornée erected. Here Mr. Oli_ 
phant lives with his family. The entire grounds of the society 
embrace 1,600 acres, lying mostly between the main road and 
the lake. The head of the organisation is Mr. Harris, a nephew 
of T. Harris, United States Minister to Spain. Mr. Harris came 
here two years since, and going from one farmer to another ob- 
tained refusals of their respective farms. No one was aware of the 
general sweep he was making, and when he had completed his nego- 
tiations the entire farming community of a region embracing nearly 
three square miles discovered that they had sold out. In the course 
of the season the entire colony of over twenty families came on and 
took possession. Mr. Harris was a resident of Duchess-county. He 
is the originator of a new system of theology, which resembles the 
teachings of Emmanuel Swedenborg. The members of the colony 
are converts. The property is held in common, but in other respects 
there is nothing socialistic in the system. The family is sacredly 
guarded. While they are frank in their business intercourse with the 
world, they are reticent in all matters peculiar to themselves, nor do 
they cultivate social relations outside their community. So strong is 
the desire to seclude that they are removing the highway from its 
former course. The intervening space thus created between their 
dwellings and the road will be laid out in park. The almost exclusive 
branch of industry is grape growing, with a share of attention to other 
lines of horticulture. Thirty acres are set to one variety of grape— 
though, other varieties are cultivated. It is evident that the acceasion 
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the entire tract into one of the loveliest and most productive places in 
the country. It ia not known where Mr. Oliphant first came in con- 
tact with the religious teachings which brought about so strange & re- 
volution in his life; but it is thought he first met Mr. Harris in Japan, 
where he was Secretary to the British Embassy, and from him he im- 
bibed the doctrines. He expresses entire satisfaction with his action.’ 


Monetary und Commercial. 


The Bank rate of discount was yesterday raised from 4 to 4} 
per cent. For some days a change had been anticipated, the de- 
mand for money in connection with the India, China, and South 
American trades being largely on the increase, while the supply 
was rather short. The discount market has consequently been 
tightening, little or no business being done under 4 per cent, 
which has been the rate for India and China Bank 1 295 

The Hong Kong and China Gas Company, Limited, has just de- 
clared an interim dividend at the rate of six per cent. per annum 
for the half year ending 30th September last. ‘ 

In the Court of Bankruptcy a first sitting has taken place under 
the failure of George Melbourn, merchant, of London and Batavia, 
trading, with William Lichtenberg and Robert Peile Tolson, under 
the firm of Morgan, Melbourn, and Co. It was mentioned that 
Lichtenberg has absconded from Batavia to San Francisco, and 
that Tolson, who is now in Jersey, denies his alleged partnership iu 
the firm. The liabilities were stated at no less than £700,00u, 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Whiteley and 
Brough, manufacturers at Bradford, with small liabilities. 

Considerable excitement prevailed in Mincing-lane last Tues- 
day, owing to a rumour being prevalent that several of the large 
houses in the wholesale tea trade intend in future to buy their 
teas in the public sales direct, instead of employing a broker, as 
is the custom, and paying him 4 per cent. commission. Accord- 
ingly at eleven o’clock the sale-room in Mincinz-lane, where the 
tea auctions are held, was crowded by a number of people con- 
nected with the tea trade, and Messrs. R. Gibbs and Co. commenced 
to offer the teas printed in their catalogue. Several purchases 
were made by certain firms without the customary intervention 
of a broker, the proceeding giving rise to not a little uproar and 
discussion amongst the members of the trade. 

At the biddings for £350,000 in bills on India at the Bank of 
England, the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, £335,900 ; and 
to Madras, £14,100. The minimum price was fixed at 1s. 11d. on 
both presidencies. Tenders on both presidencies at 1s. 114d. will 
receive about 29 per cent. ; those above that price in full. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS, 

The Board of Trade Returns of imports and exports"ffor the 
month of March have been issued. The following shows the 
declared value of the exports of British and Irish aca and 
manufactures for March in the last three years :—March, 1867, 
£15,148,707, March, 1868, £14,829,249, March, 1869, £15,697,465. 
These figures ave more satisfactory than might have been antici- 
pated from the reported dulness in nearly all branches of business, 
and especially in Lancashire. The declared value of our exports 
shows an increase of £868,216, or about 6 per cent. over the cor- 
responding month of last year, and about 4 per cent. over March, 
1867. Of cotton yarn the shipments have been 18 per cent. less, 
both in value and quantity, than those of March last year; but 
of cotton manufactures, although there has been a decrease of 10 
per cent. in quantity, the value has been almost precisely the same 
asat that time. In the shipment of yarns generally there has 
been a falling off, which seems to indicate a sluggish state of 
foreign industry, the reduction in linen yarn being 10 per cent., 
and in woollen yarn 28 per cent. ; but in nearly every important 
class of manufactured goods there has been a satisfactory increase. 
In earthenware it has been 20 per cent., in hardware 16 per cent., 
in haberdashery 3 per cent., in machinery 19 per cent., in iron 
32 per cent., in linen goods 13 per cent., in silk goods 49 per 
cent., and in woollen goods 46 percent. In the large class of 
unenumerated articles there has likewise been an increase of 5 
per cent. 

The declared value of our exportations during the first quarter 
of the present year shows an increase of 3} per cent. compared 
with the same three months of 1868, and 1 per cent. over 186 , the 
figures standing as follows :—Three months 1867, £42,381,621 ; 
three months 1868, £41,422,916; and three months 1869, 
£42,803,605. 

The value of the imports during the month of February is re 
turned as follows :—1867, £15,871,175 ; 1868, £15,494,140 ; 1869, 
£18,148,799; and for the two months ended 28th Fobruary 
as follows :—1867, £25,940,930 ; 1868, £24,983,632 ; 1869, 
£29,642,204. As regards the imports for the month of March, 
of which the quantities only appear in these returns, the arrivals 
of wheat have been 2,230,378 cwts., which is about 35 per cent, 
less than the total in the same month last year, but only 5 per 
cent. less than in March, 1867. Of cotton the arrivals have been 
798,658 cwts., which is 40 per cent. less than the total of last year, 
and 10 per cent. less than in 1867. .

The market during the interval has become even more depressed 
than ever. The anxiety to realise on the part of importers has again 
been manifested by another large series of public sales, comprising 
about 35,000 packages, without reserve, which began on the 4th inat. 
and will occupy all the week, the previous series and those of Indian 
tea having only closed the latter end of last weck. This hag almost 
stopped business by private contract, the amount of sales in this way 
having been unusually small, and at prices, whilst tolerably firm for 
common teas, showing a heavy decline in medium to fine black and 
red-leaf Congous, many parcels of medium Congou only realising $d. 
to 1d. per lb. above the price of common. 

Concous.—Siftings show no material alteration. Broken-leaf have 
been steady. Fair to good common must be quoted rather lower, at 
1s. Ojd. tols. 1d. perlb. Fair to good flavoury kinds and medium to 
good Kaisows have been much depressed, and have sold with difficulty 
at from 1s. ld. to le. 3d. per lb. Fine Kaisows have also sold at a 
considerable reduction, whilst the few extra fine parcels which have 
still kept their quality are saleable in small quantities at full prices. 
Pak Lin kinds have been inquired for at the low rates current, 1s. 2d. 
to Is. 3d. for half-chests, and 1s. 8d. to 1s. 4d. for boxes. Amoy kinds 
have been sold at from 114d. to 1s. 0jd. per lb. for common to good 
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quality. Common to fair black-leaf kinds have been better supported, 
the exporters still being in the market, but in these sales have been 
made at a decline of 3d. per lb. Fair to good medium kinds have been 
difficult of sale at a decline of 1d. per lb. Good to fine kinds have 
been freely offered, and sales made at 1s. 7d. to 1s. 9d., with 
some difficulty, of early arrivals, reported to have cost in China 
from 23. 3d. to 2s. 6d. per lb., and even at these figures 
there are more offering than can at present be quitted. In new- 
make Congous some sales have been made at rather lower prices; 
some finer kinds have been sold from 1s. 9d. to 2s. per lb. In Oolongs 
there is no improvement, all kinds, except the common to fair for 
price, are very difficult to move. In Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes 
there has not been much done. Scented Teas: the supplies of Canton 
Caper have been larger than the trade could take off, and prices have 
given way a further 4d. to ld. per lb. Foochow kinds remain dull. 
Orange Pekoes, Canton kinds, still remain difficult of sale, and prices 
of those sold out of recent arrivals have been in buyer's favour. Foo- 
chow kinds, at public sale, without reserve, have again sold lower for 
medium quality; fine show no alteration. Uncoloured Japans have 
been taken at full prices. Green Teas: The demand for these has 
become less, and the quantity offering being large, prices have given 
way for nearly all descriptions. Some parcels of Moyune Hyson have 
sold at full prices. Canton-make show no material alteration. 

The following is from Mesers. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s Cir- 
cular :—The anomalous position of the Tea market has undergone no 
change during the past fortnight, and transactions have again been 
limited, and chiefly in teas for price, say 1s. O§d. 10 1s. 2d. per Ib. 
The fortnightly series of public sales commenced on the 4th inst., and 
are passing at easier rates for all grades of Congou over common. 
China advices to the 15th April give no addition to shipments, the 
export standing at 138,000,000 lbs. Of Indian growth considerable 
supplies have been offered, including many parcels of extra fine teas; 
Pekoes have sold at 2s. 6d. to 3s. 4d. per Ib., Souchong and Pekoe 
Souchong at le. 8d. to 2s. 4d. per Ib., Congou at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 7d. per 
lb. Low quality and imperfectly cured teas sell at irregular rates, and 
much under current quotations for ordinary imports. Deliveries show 
a great increase in the export department, consumption on the Conti- 
nae being stimulated by the low prices ruling for medium to fine

Oolong: There 
is no alteration. Scented Tea: Canton Orange Pekoe: The few 
transactions have favoured buyers.

GREEN.—The quantity offered has been small, but demand is limited 
at ett unless for Moyune teas, dealers being fairly well in stock, 
and shipping demand less active than for some time past.

In coloured there is nothing new;—uncoloured: the bulk of the 
Jobanne Marie’s cargo has been sold at extreme rates.

SILK. 

For the last three weeks, and, indeed, since the Easter holidays, the 
market has been in an extremely quiet state, having relapsed from a 
period of activity and large business into one of those pauses which 
now seem a necessary feature of the Silk market. There is no reason for 
this beyond the natural desire of all buyers to know somewhat of the 
probabilities of the European crops before operating further, and it is 
this cause alone which induces the present existing quiet; holders as 
& rule, refrain from pressing, and thus prices are well supported ; the 
only forced business showing a decline of about Is. to 1s. 6d. on Teat- 
lees from the quotations of March; deliveries are daily good, and it 
is evident that consuming demand is running upon Asiatic Sllk, go 
that when there is some positive information about the French and 
Italian crops, a return of business may confidently be expected—this 
can hardly be for another fortnight or three weeks at the earliest. As 
to the prospects of the crops it is too early to offer any opinion with 
confidence. In Canton Silk as well as in Shanghai Silk there has been 
and still exists the same flatness; and in Japan also, the medium 
qaalities of which are quite neglected. Bengal Silk is equally quiet, 
and the difficulty with this silk is to find suitable qualities, so limited 
is the assortment. The deliveries from the London warchouses fin 
April were 3,008 bales China, 418 Canton, 653 Japan, and 586 Bengal 
—total, 4,665 bales. 

According to Messrs. Arles, Dafour, and Co., the transactions in the 
Lyons silk-market have been very limited, partly in consequence of 
the large purchases made in the previous month, which, combined with 
the delay caused by the weather at the opening of the Spring season for 
silk goods, have enabled manufacturers to abstain from buying. At 
present interest is concentrated on the prospect of the new crop in 
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Europe. The result of the hatching of the seed will this year have more 
importance than usual, in consequence of the immense supply of seed 
from Japan and other countries.

The activity experienced in this market the first three months of 
the year appears quite at an end, and again we have to record that 
consumers and merchants are indisposed to operate except for im- 
mediate wants. This observation, however, does not apply to Railway 
Iron, for which there is great enquiry, and makers are full for some 
months to come. Welsh Bar Iron is steady, and Staftordshire, of all 
i in moderate demand. Scotch Pig has fluctuated but 
s tly. 

Coprer.—The price of Chili has gone back to £70 to £70 108, which 
isa decline of £2 10a. per ton during the past month. This, in a 
great measure, is owing to the impression produced by the large char- 
ters telegraphed—equal to 2,500 tons fine to the 16th March, and 
2,200 tons for the fortnight following. It seems unfortunate so much 
importance should be given to these despatches, as it is well under- 
stood that many of the ships chartered may not receive their cargoes 
for months after the date of the advices. Parcels floating would be a 
better guide to operators. The trade is dull generally. The demand 
for India very light. We quote: Chili Slab £70 ; Wallaroo and Burra 
£80 to £81; other Australian brands £78 to £80 ; English Tough £75 

Trin PuaTes continue quiet, makers are badly supplied with orders, 
and the prices cannot be very remunerative at the best placed works.

MANCHESTER GOODS. 

The market during the interval has been completely devoid of ani- 
mation ; offers formerly refused are now freely aig em but without 
roducing any and increase in the demand. Prices are slightly 
lower than at the date of our last report, the decrease being most per- 

ceptible in the lower qualities of Yarns and Goods. 
he following is Mr. Sam Mendel’s report of the trade during the 
month of April:—The business of the past month opened under de- 
pressing influences. The almost simultaneous announcement of an 
advance in the Bank rate, of some important failures in the manufac- 
. turing districte, and of large arrivals of Cotton at Liverpool served to 
check the buoyant tone that prevailed at the end of March; and not- 
withstanding the more favourable accounts we have been receiving from 
the East, the market has not recovered itself, and we have had a drag- 
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ging and unsatisfactory business throughout the month, unrelieved b 
a single day's activity. The increasing stringency in the New Yor 
Money Market has evidently weakened the capacity of the holders of 
cotton, and more eagerness is now evinced to avail themselves of pre- 
sent prices, as is evidenced by the great increase in the shipments 
from America and India, and the pressure to effect sales in Liver- 
pool. The remainder of the crop is coming forward faster than specu- 
lators had anticipated, and their hope to force up prices higher appears 
now to be less sanguine. Prices here for some months past having 
been mainly supported by the position of cotton, and not by the extent 
of the demand for goods, the weaker feeling that has lately become 
apparent in Liverpool has extended itself to this market, and buyera 
have been exercising extreme caution. Although prices have moved 
in sympathy with the raw material, spinners and manufacturers, not 
being burdened with stocks, have lowered their quotations with great 
reluctance, while the decline that has been established has failed to in- 
duce business, and the genial weather has not produced any improve- 
ment in the home-trade demand. Notwithstanding the great curtail- 
ment in production, it is still fully equal to the consumption of goods, 
and the position of producera is a most disheartening one, as there 
does not appear to be mach prospect of an early amendment, 
and a feeling of depression pervades the trade. ‘The decline in cotton 
during the month amounts to 4d. per lb., on yarns 4d., and on sbirt- 
ings 3d. per piece, according to quality and the position of producers, 
the lower kinds having been the most difficult to dispose of. Water 
twist and the better qualities of shirtings and T-cloths having been in 
demand for China, the prices for such goods have been comparatively 
well supported, while the lower makes suitable for India have been 
neglected, and manufacturers towards the close of the month became 
rather pressing sellers. The partial relief afforded to trade by the 
Home and Indian Budgets for the present financial year, added to 
other favourable circumstances, such as the continuance of seasonable 
weatber and the consequent prospect of a good harvest, the settlement 
of strikes in some of our important industries, may gradually amelio- 
rate the state of trade; but permanent prosperity will not return to 
this neighbourhood until we receive a more plentiful supply of cotton, 
the prospects of which appear to be as problematical as ever.

New York, which was reported by telegram as having been ashore at Cape 
Cod, got off without assistance or damage, and arrived at Boston April 18. 

The Dolores Ugarte, Saul, from Havana to Hong Kong, was towed 
into Key West, April 9, in a sinking state, after collision. 

Intelligence from Batavia, dated March 23, states that the Maria Eliza- 
beth, Genel, from Rotterdam to Singapore and Hong Kong, which arrived 
at Anjer March 16, had on board the crew (twenty-two hands) of the 
Tamaris (French ship), Raunier, whom she had picked up at sea; the 
Tamaris, bound from Macao to Havana, had on board 800 Chincse 
coolies, who mutinied, took possession of the vessel, and kept the master 
on board in irons. 

The Atlanta (British ship), Bangkok to Falmouth, which was spoken 
with Jan. 5, in 24 S., 66 E., had lost long boat, life-boat, and sails, during 
a typhoon, Dec. 16.

LAUNCHES. 

There was launched from the yard of Messrs. Walter Hood and Oo., 
Footdee, on the 28th ult., a fine clipper ship, named the Centurion, of 
the following dimensions :—Length, 208 feet ; breadth, 35 feet ; depth 
21 feet; 1,209 tons B.M., 959 tons N.M. This vessel isto be com- 
manded by Captain Thomas Mitchell, late of the Queen of Nations, 
and will form another addition to Messrs. George Thompson, jun., and 
Co.’s line of Australian and China packets. 

Messrs. Alexander Stephen and Son lIaunched at Dandee, also on 
98th ult., a composite clipper full-rigged ship, named the Laju. The 
frames of the vessel are of iron, and the lower part of the hoil is of 
rock elm, the upper part being of East India teak. The ship ts 
copper -fastened throughont, and is sheathed with yellow metal; she is 
classed 17 years A 1 at Lloyd's, and is of the following dimensions :— 
Length of keel and forerake, 162 feet; extreme breadth, 23 feet;

The vessel has 
been built for Messrs. Thomas Skinner and Co., and is to be employed 
in the Singapore and China trade. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff, of Belfast, have launched a large ship 
which has just been finished by them. The new vessel is about 1,300 
tons register, and destined for the China trade.
